Why she loves bareback | 
riding best of all, and 
how she came to be a 
crusader against the 
metal bit that is placed 
in the mouth of most 
horses. 

The story starts in 
Lakeland, Florida. 
“When I was a little girl, 
my godfather, a veteri- 











narian, used to take me 
with him in his Model-T 
Ford when he made farm 
calls. Later, my girl friend and I 
used to watch the horses in a 
field near my mother’s property. 
The horses totally ignored us so 
we started climbing up to sit on 
them. We just sat there and

City's New Darkroom Is 
Almost Ready to Open

Local photographers will soon 
realize a dream come true when 
the City of Greenbelt opens a 
new public darkroom in the 
Community Center. Joe McNeal, 
assistant director of recreation, 
said construction of the new dark- 
room is a bit behind schedule, 
but he still expects it to be 
completed soon, hopefully by 
the projected date of January 31. 

The idea of the darkroom 
goes back seven years to when 
the Community Center first 
opened. It was revitalized last 
January when members of the 
Greenbelt Photography Club and 
other local photography hobby- 
ists came before the Greenbelt 
City Council to petition enhance- 
ment of the schedule for making 
the previously proposed and 
budgeted darkroom a reality. 
Since then, city staff, members 
of the photography club and 
other local photographers have 
met and worked together to cre- 
ate the darkroom. 

McNeal said it has been a real 
cooperative effort between staff 
from various city departments and 
citizens that is making the dark- 
room a reality. He praised the ef- 
forts of Hilary Howes, president 
of the photography club. She had 
been “a tremendous help,” he 


said, in creating and implement- 
ing the design of the darkroom. 
The police department provided 
some of its old equipment when 
its own darkroom was recently 
updated. Staff from public works, 
the recreation department, infor- 
mation technology and the Com- 
munity Center also participated in 
the project. 

The darkroom will be located 
in the Community Center near 
the office of the arts coordinator. 
At first it will be open on a lim- 
ited basis, probably just to mem- 
bers of the Greenbelt Photogra- 
phy Club. After a short period of 
feedback from those users, fee 
and use schedules will be de- 
vised. Then the darkroom will 
be open to the general public, 
with priority given to Greenbelt 
residents. 

McNeal said the plans so far 
are to create an open studio use, 
a schedule similar to what has 
been developed for the ceramics 
workshop. Users would pay for 
a certain amount of time per 
quarter. The city will be placing 
notices in the News Review, 
other local area newspapers and 
the recreation department catalog 
when fee and use schedules have 
been determined and the dark 
room is ready for public use.

Theater Agreements 
May Be Approved 


An agreement establishing a 
condominium regime has been 
signed by George Christacos, 
owner of the building at 
Roosevelt Center in which the 
the Old Greenbelt Theatre is lo- 
cated. Previously, the City of 
Greenbelt entered into an agree- 
ment to purchase the movie 
house from Christacos. However, 
the physical connection of the 
theater with the rest of the build- 
ing and the facilities that are 
common to both necessitated es- 
tablishing a condominium regime 
in which the city would own the 
three-dimensional space defined 
by the exterior walls of the 
building and would own in com- 
mon any elements that were in 
shared use. The Greenbelt City 
Council is expected to consider 
approval of this agreement at its 
Monday, January 27 meeting. 
On approval the city will be 
ready to go to settlement. 

The city staff has also been 
negotiating an agreement with 
Paul Sanchez, current theater op- 
erator, to continue operating the 
theater under city ownership. 
That agreement may also be con- 
sidered at the council meeting.

Council Approves Exception 
For Commerce Center I Sign

A firm described as “a very 
valuable tenant,” that is planning 
to renew a five-year lease for 
Space in the Commerce Center I 
building, has asked for a waiver 
from a uniform sign plan adopted 
by the City of Greenbelt in 
1987. A covenant on the build- 
ing at the intersection of 
Hanover Parkway and Greenbelt 
Road grants the city sign plan 
approval. 

On behalf of this tenant, Cor- 
porate Express, the building’s 
Owner appeared at the regular 
city council meeting on January 
13 to lobby for favorable coun- 
cil action. 

The city’s Department of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment had already turned down 
the request of Corporate Express 
for a special exception. But ac- 
cording to building owner Peter 
Mitchell, the lease for the 9,000 
Square-foot space was put in 
jeopardy by the city’s action. 

Mitchell said the corporation 


will not deviate “in any way, 
shape, or form” from the corpo- 
rate logo. They request permis- 
sion to use letters 12 inches 
taller than those specified in the 
city code, as well as a 3’9” 
square corporate logo in red. 

Terri Hruby, director of Com- 
munity Development, told coun- 
cil the other six tenants of Com- 
merce Center I have conformed 
to the city’s code, which requires 
sign text to be displayed in let- 
ters not to exceed 2’8” in 
height. Each letter’s face must 
also be white with green sides, 
whereas the petitioner has desig- 
nated black sides for the letters 
on its sign. 

The purpose of the code is to 
create a “uniform, simple, and 
aesthetically pleasing” street- 
scape, according to the city 
manager’s memo. The plan also 
allows 100 square feet for the 
sign facade along the roof line.

The Board of Regents consists 
of the State Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, 15 at-large regents and one 
student regent, the latter two cat- 
egories appointed by the gover- 
nor. Regents are responsible for 
executive and financial decisions 
for the 13 state-supported colleges 
and universities in Maryland that 
comprise the USM. This includes 
hiring presidents and determining 
tuition and fees, capital improve- 
ments and bond issues for all 13 
institutions within the system. 

As a regent with full voting 
rights, Canter makes decisions af- 
fecting nearly 130,000 students in 
600 degree programs. Canter was 
selected for this one-year appoint- 
ment by the governor over candi- 
dates from all 13 institutions of 
higher education in Maryland.

Canter also holds positions of

wire. Her brother-in-law helped 
get the roof on. 

The Pinto’s name was 
“Patches,” and Adelaide began 
riding him bareback. She and her 
girl friend tried to do trick riding 
with him. As to her mother, 
Adelaide says, “The only thing 
mother made me promise was 
that I would never approach her 
on the horse if she was coming 
down the street. 

“Later, in my teenage years, I 
went to live with my older sister 
in Tampa. Suddenly I got very 
interested in school, and my 
horse time ended for a while. I 
didn’t ride much at all for years. 
I went to school and acquired 
an R.N. I married and had four 
children. I took them all for 
riding lessons, but I was too 
busy to ride myself. 

“Then three or so years ago I 
got all the problems with my 
back, and the doctors could only 
offer some heavy-duty surgery. I 
was walking with a cane and 
everything hurt. So I went to a 
personal trainer and started walk- 
ing as much as I could. I was 
reading this book by Caroline 
Myss and listening to her tapes 
on how people can heal them- 
selves. A little light went on in 
my head when I read her advice 
to follow your passion. 

“IT knew what my passion 
was, so I started looking around 
for a stable. Two and a half 
years ago I found a wonderful 
one in Ellicott City. I started 
riding ‘Seven,’ and I started no- 
ticing great improvement in both 
my physical condition and men- 
tal outlook. For probably six 
months, Seven and I just walked. 
I knew I would like to canter, 
but I thought I should get a 
bone density scan first, until a 
little inner voice said, ‘Oh, go 
ahead and canter.’ So we did. 

Paso Finos 

“A little later I was at the 
Takoma Park Farmers’ Market 
and mentioned riding to a 
woman there,’ Adelaide contin- 
ues. “She told me about the Paso 
Finos at a place down in Virginia 
and how you have to take a few 
lessons to ride them. They’re 
born with a wonderful, smooth 
gait — instead of trotting, they do 
this four-beat gait. They’re the 
Rolls Royces of horseback 
riding. So I took the lessons and 
started riding Paso Finos in Vir- 
ginia.” 

“Paso Fino” means “fine 
step.” Long ago the horses were 
mounts of Spanish Conquista- 
dors. They came to the U.S. dur- 
ing the 1950s when military 
families returning from Puerto 
Rico imported a few. The horses 
have been bred for years in 
Puerto Rico and a number of 
Latin American countries. 

No Bit 

After Adelaide went to visit a 
daughter in California, she lo- 
cated a place to ride Paso Finos 


in Palo Alto. “They said they 
only rode bareback with a rope 
halter and no bit in the horse’s 
mouth. I just silently affirmed 
YES! in my brain about the rope 
and no bit, but I never thought 
at my age I would ride bareback 
again. Although most people 
who own Paso Finos do shows, 
not one of those in the Palo 
Alto place ever had a bit in its 
mouth. So taking long canters 
up in the hills felt like being 11 
years old again. These days I 
don’t like riding with a saddle 
either and at Ellicott City on 
some occasions I get to ride with 
just a halter,’ she says with plea- 
sure. 

Adelaide says bit-less bridles 
came into being in the last two 
or three years and are even being 
used on some race horses. It’s 
part of what’s called “natural 
horsemanship.” She notes that at 
last week’s Horse World Expo in 
Timonium, a veterinarian demon- 
strated the bit-less bridle on a 
dressage stallion. In the begin- 
ning, “you start off with ground 
work, getting the horse you’ll 
ride to accept you as the leader. 
You do moves in a round pen 
and at some point the horse ac- 
cepts you, and thereafter it looks 
like you have an invisible rope 
around it. It was only in recent 
years that I realized that a child 
with a horse instinctively knows 
what to do.” She felt this while 
watching Monty Roberts (the 
horse whisperer) show his famous 
horse-gentling methods. 

Still, even the best natural 
horse rider can get thrown. 
Adelaide had been riding the 
same horse for some time, but last 
year “the horse got spooked and 
did a fast 180-degree turn” before 
taking off and throwing Adelaide 
to the ground. She landed on her 
rib cage. Although the wind was 
knocked out of her, in a short 
time Adelaide got up and called 
on her cell phone, knowing that 
when the horse ran back to the 
stable, people would be wonder- 
ing where the rider was. 

She drove herself to the Emer- 
gency Room. A CAT scan showed 
cracks in three vertebrae. Her doc- 
tor put her on narcotics for the 
pain and, in a week, she rode a 
horse around a ring. “I needed 
the motion because it’s so heal- 
ing,” she says. In three weeks, she 
added, she was back in California 
with her daughter, doing a lot of 
Paso Fino riding with the help of 
a few painkillers. 

The results of “natural horse- 
manship” therapy? Adelaide points 
happily to having lost weight, got- 
ten her cholesterol to normal, her 
blood pressure to “more normal” 
and having no pain when sleep- 
ing. “It’s just a spiritual thing,’ she 
says. “When I’m out riding in the 
woods in Ellicott City, I’m in 
heaven, I’m in the moment. The 
excitement starts the minute I get 
my boots on.”

In response to the request 
from Corporate Express, the Ad- 
visory Planning Board (APB) had 
been asked to consider the issue. 
APB chair Sheldon Goldberg 
said the board felt that the pro- 
posed sign was tasteful. They 
had not known, however, that 
other tenants had sometimes been 
pressured to comply. 

The requested change “did 
not seem too much of a devia- 
tion,” Goldberg said. He re- 
ported that the APB recom- 
mended the waiver. 

In response Mayor Judith 
Davis expressed concern “about 
the nose of the camel.” If we 
approved the deviation, would 
we be setting a precedent, she 
asked attorney John F. Shay, Jr., 
who was sitting in for city attor- 
ney Robert Manzi. 

Shay allayed this worry. “The 
city has the right to grant a 
waiver on a case-by-case basis,” 
he said. Councilmember Tho- 
mas White then moved that the 
city grant a waiver in this case. 
The motion was unanimously ap- 
proved. 

Zipcar 

The Zipcar program allowing 
car-sharing for Green Ridge 
House and general city residents 
has been successful. At Green 
Ridge House 14 members have 
signed up and two residents have 
sold their own cars. Unfortu- 
nately long-term reserving of the 
car at Green Ridge House has 
become a problem. 

Because there is no charge for 
the time that the car is not in 
use, Some members have reserved 
it for perhaps a whole day and 
even more. They then used it for 
perhaps only an hour or so. This 
practice obviously places the car 
out of service for other residents. 
As an alternative, they have 
made use of the other vehicle 
parked near the Municipal Build- 
ing, tying it up as well. 


City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin pointed out that af- 
ter the problem had been raised 
with Green Ridge House tenants, 
there was some reduction in this 
practice. However, he added that 
as a means of curbing this mis- 
use, staff propose a per hour 
charge, perhaps $1.00, for the 
time the car is reserved. 

“I'd rather go the education 
route,” said Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts. Mayor Davis 
countered that a half-day limit 
might be a better way to solve 
the problem. 

“We need disincentives for 
non-appropriate use,” said White, 
pointing out, however, that only 
multi-day reservations were a 
problem. Since the council 
packet reproduced the entire res- 
ervation log between July 23 
and November 28, the problem 
instances were easy to determine. 

In the end the issue was not 
resolved. Council inquiry elic- 
ited the information, however, 
that the first five months of the 
experiment had generated $1,000 
in usage fees, against the annual 
cost to the city of $14,400. The 
fee return was expected to in- 
crease as residents become more 
familiar with the opportunity. 

Alcoholic Beverages 

Evan Meyers of the Residence 
Inn by Marriott, the new facility 
in the Golden Triangle, informed 
council that they had filed a h- 
quor license application enabling 
the Inn to hold afternoon recep- 
tions at which on-site sales of 
beer and wine could be made. 
Sales would be conducted by 
ticket only and would be 
charged to the room. Although 
non-residents could also purchase 
tickets, this fact would not be 
advertised, Meyers said. 

On recommendation of staff, 
council took no position on the 
request. “It’s not a bad thing,” 
the mayor commented.

Council Tidbits 

Council reconfirmed the ap- 
pointment of their members to 
various committees on the Coun- 
cil of Governments (COG). 
Among these was the appoint- 
ment of Mayor pro tem Rodney 
Roberts as alternate to Mayor 
Davis on the COG board of di- 
rectors. Davis herself now serves 
as vice-chair of the COG board, 
putting her in line to become 
board chair. 

McLaughlin, in announcing 
this development, pointed out 
that a Greenbelter will occupy 
this position for the second time. 
Former mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
also served in this capacity, the 
first in this area-wide organiza- 
tion to be chosen from a small 
municipality. 

Dan Kenny, a representative 
from Reznick, Fedder and 
Silverman, auditors, comp- 
limented the city on outstanding 
reporting of its fiscal records. 

Pearl Siegel and Phyllis 
Budin were reappointed to the 
Senior Citizens Advisory Board 
and Neil Barnett and Joyce Grif- 
fin to the Recycling and Envi- 
ronment Advisory Committee. 
Each will serve a three-year term. 
Joy Pochitila was also appointed 
to the Recycling Committee and 


Adrienne White to the Arts Advi-’ 


sory Board. 

Doug Burton of Laurel Hill 
introduced five Eagle Scout can- 
didates who attended the meeting 
to earn merit badges on citizen- 
ship in the community. 

Bertram Donn and Esther 
Webb requested that council pass 
a resolution opposing U.S. in- 
volvement in a war in Iraq. 
Donn readily agreed to resubmit 
this request in the form of a let- 
ter, since, as Mayor Davis 
pointed out, the city does not do 
such resolutions.

1500-1508), and NASA regulations (14 C.F.R. Part 1216 Subpart 1216.3), NASA has made a FONSI with respect to the proposed Facilities Master Plan for GSFC, Greenbelt, Maryland, including 
the realignment of Soil Conservation Road. The Facilities Master Plan is a document that will guide physical site development at GSFC over the next 20 years based on projected operations.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: NASA has reviewed 
the Environmental Assessment prepared for the Facilities 
Master Plan (including the Soil Conservation Road realign- 
ment), and has determined that it represents an accurate and 
adequate analysis of the scope and level of associated 
impacts. The Environmental Assessment is hereby incorpo- 
rated by reference in this FONSI. All relevant comments 
received as a result of the early coordination process, public 
meetings, and the public and state clearinghouse notification 
process have been considered. 


The Facilities Master Plan was developed in sequential steps. 
Five concept or preliminary alternatives for site develop- 
ment, A through E, were created to test various potential 
configurations for organizing GSFC. Based on a number of 
factors related to GSFC’s efficiency and effectiveness at its 
mission, Concept D, “Unified Consolidated Campus,” was 
selected as the basis for the Master Plan and developed in 
more detail to optimize the operational configuration. For 
the Facilities Master Plan, the alternatives that were evaluated 
in detail include: (1) No Action, and (2) the Facilities Master 
Plan. The No Action Alternative assumes that the employee 
population and overall facility space would remain approxi- 
mately the same as exists currently. Facilities would be 
renovated or replaced in kind to meet building, operating, and 
safety codes. Public thoroughfares and GSFC security 
perimeters would remain essentially unchanged. 


Facilities Master Plan 


The Facilities Master Plan will guide and coordinate physical 
development at GSFC in terms of buildings, utilities, 
roadways, landscaping, and amenities over the next 20 years. 
The Facilities Master Plan does not commit NASA to any of 
the projects proposed. Implementation of any projects 
depends on funding, and not all projects may be built. The 
Facilities Master Plan is intended to be flexible to meet 
changing GSFC needs. GSFC may deviate from the plan in 
developing individual facilities. Proposed facilities and 
planning criteria and guidelines are detailed within the 
Facilities Master Plan document. The Facilities Master Plan 
is based on a 2022 population of 8,750, including 6,800 
individuals within the security perimeter and 1,950 individu- 
als outside the security perimeter. Further environmental 
review and NEPA documentation will be undertaken as 
appropriate when specific projects are proposed. 


The campus would be conceptually organized into neighbor- 
hoods and zones corresponding to GSFC functions. Land 
now split into east and west campuses by Soil Conservation 
Road would be consolidated into a single, geographically 
unified, access-controlled installation within the site without 
significant expansion into undeveloped areas. Overall, GSFC 
occupied space would remain at about 310,000 gross square 
meters (3.3 million gross square feet). Nineteen buildings 
with approximately 160,000 gross square meters (1.7 million 
gross square feet) would be retained. They would be aug- 
mented by up to 21 new research and support buildings or 
facilities with an estimated cumulative floor area of 150,000 
gross square meters (1.6 million gross square feet). 


The principal features of the plan are: 


1. A new building to consolidate space science functions in 
one location. 

2. A new central commons area to include support activities 
such as conferencing and training, a library, a credit union, a 
post office, and travel and fitness centers. 

3. Contingency space in a “New Thrust” Zone for a new 
mission unforeseen at this time, and infill facilities for 
moderate expansion of individual programs. 

4. Spaces and facilities to promote and improve teaming. 

5. A loop road within the installation to create a pedestrian 
friendly campus core. 

6. A Partnering and Outreach Zone for organizations sharing 
strategic objectives with NASA. 

7. The realignment of Soil Conservation Road to the east 
side of GSFC to create a unified installation. 


The Facilities Master Plan would have no substantial impact 
on land use, regional planning, housing, park and recreation 
facilities, the terrestrial environment, water resources, 
wetlands, floodplains, threatened and endangered species, and 
historic properties. Potential increases in utility demands 
associated with plan implementation are within the capacity 
of existing site and public systems. No substantial noise 
impacts are expected. There will be no air quality impacts. 
The Master Plan Alternative’s emissions will not have an 
adverse impact on the region’s ability to meet the National 
Ambient Air Quality Standards. No other issues of environ- 
mental concern have come to NASA’s attention. 


Traffic impacts are minimal as long as the site population 
remains at or below current levels. Although the Facilities 
Master Plan provides for a potential increase from 7,600 to 
8,750 individuals, it is most likely that the population will 
remain near current levels. Traffic analysis based on full 
plan implementation and a site population of 8,750 indicates

that there would be no substantial increase in congestion, or 
decrease in intersection level of service, on the public road 
network in the vicinity of GSFC as a result of added employee 
or GSFC supplier trip generation. 


A new Transportation Management Plan has been developed in 
concert with the Facilities Master Plan. It outlines a long-term 
program for reduction of single occupant vehicle employee trips 
through increased uses of other transportation modes such as 
car and vanpooling, bus, rail, bicycling, and pedestrian travel. 
The Transportation Management Plan is available for viewing 
at the same locations indicated above for the Environmental 
Assessment. 


Based on the Environmental Assessment and other technical, 
operational, and financial considerations, NASA has decided to 
select the Facilities Master Plan Alternative. 


Implementing the Facilities Master Plan would require realign- 
ing Soil Conservation Road. 


Soil Conservation Road Realignment 


The proposed action is the realignment of Soil Conservation 
Road through GSFC. Existing Soil Conservation Road splits the 
main portion of GSFC into two separate tracts, each with its 
Own Security perimeter. One goal in the Facilities Master Plan 
is consolidating of primary activities within a single, geographi- 
cally unified installation. The Soil Conservation Road realign- 
ment is a key project within the Facilities Master Plan that 
would initiate the consolidation process. Relocation of the road 
would make land available for the Space Science Complex at 
Facilities Master Plan Site A. This, in turn, would permit the 
consolidation of space science personnel, freeing up other 
buildings for transfer of personnel and proposed Facilities 
Master Plan uses. The road realignment would be the first 
proposed Facilities Master Plan project. 


Five alternatives were considered and evaluated in detail: (1) 
West Alignment Alternative, W-1; (2) East Alignment Alterna- 
tive, E-1; (3) East Alignment Alternative, E-2; (4) East 
Alignment Alternative E-2A; and (5) No Action. 


West Alignment Alternative W-1 would skirt the western 
periphery of existing and proposed west campus development. 
It would generally follow existing campus roads, and connect to 
Greenbelt Road at GSFC Gate 2 at the existing IUE Road 
intersection. The total project length would be about 2.1 
kilometers (1.26 miles). The road would be four lanes wide 
between Greenbelt Road and the employee entrance from the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. North of the entrance, it 
would be two lanes wide. 


East Alignment Alternative E-1 would follow an L-shape 
alignment across the northern sector of the east campus before 
turning to the south and connecting to Good Luck Road 
opposite Countryside Apartments. The realigned road across 
GSFC would be two lanes wide and about 2.33 kilometers (1.45 
miles) long. Good Luck Road would be widened to four lanes 
between the southern end of the realigned road and Greenbelt 
Road. Widening improvements along Good Luck Road would 
increase the total project length to about 2.66 kilometers (1.65 
miles). Improvements to the Good Luck/Greenbelt Road 
intersection would be needed. 


East Alignment Alternative E-2 passes to the north and east of 
most development on the east campus. The Alternative shares 
the same general design characteristics as Alternative E-1. It is 
identical to Alternative E-1 in its northern segment, but instead 
of completing a full 90 degree turn to the south, it would run 
southeast across a vacant area within GSFC to intersect Good 
Luck Road on the perpendicular at a point further north. The 
realigned road across GSFC would be two lanes wide and about 
2.06 kilometers (1.28 miles) long. Widening improvements 
along Good Luck Road would increase the total project length to 
about 2.72 kilometers (1.69 miles). Improvements to the Good 
Luck/Greenbelt Road intersection would be needed. 


East Alignment Alternative E-2A is a variant of Alignment 
Alternative E-2. It incorporates changes made in response to 
comments received during the NEPA public involvement and 
state clearinghouse processes. It is identical to Alternative E-2 
along the northern tier of GSFC’s east campus. The alignment 
is shifted in its midsection to minimize impacts on GSFC 
operations. Soil Conservation Road would become the through 
route at the Good Luck Road intersection, the reverse of what 
would occur on the other eastern alignments. The realigned 
road across GSFC would be 2.2 kilometers (1.37 miles) long. 
Widening improvements along Good Luck Road would increase 
the total project length to 2.82 kilometers (1.75 miles). 
Improvements to the Good Luck/Greenbelt Road intersection 
would be needed. 


Under the No Action Alternative, Soil Conservation Road would 
remain in its existing location. The site would remain split into 
two roughly equal parts. This alternative is incompatible with 
the Facilities Master Plan. 


Realignment of Soil Conservation Road will not generate new 
traffic volumes. Instead, the realignment, along with a 
reconfiguration of vehicle entrances to GSFC, will redistribute 
traffic on the road network in the immediate environs of 
GSFC. The principal effect of the Alternative E-2A realign- 
ment will be to shift Soil Conservation Road user traffic that 
now passes through GSFC on that road to Good Luck Road 
north of Greenbelt Road. Peak hour traffic volumes on Good 
Luck Road will increase by a factor of four to five by 2022 on 
the section between Greenbelt Road and its new intersection 
with Soil Conservation Road. Good Luck Road will be widened 
from two to four lanes in this section to accommodate the 
traffic increase. 


About 80 percent of the general public using Soil Conservation 
Road is traveling to or from points to the east of GSFC. 
During public involvement, an even greater proportion of the 
public and communities in the environs of GSFC expressed 
preference for an eastern alignment. A majority of these 
indicated preference for the E-2 or E-2A route. The local 
government jurisdictions that expressed an opinion among 
realignment alternates also indicated preference for an eastern 
alignment. 


Alternatives E-1 and E-2 would have greater impact on GSFC 
operations than Alternate E-2A. The environmental impacts 
of the three alternatives, within and without the site, are not 
substantial. The relative differences among them are small. 


In response to public comment, NASA indicated that an 
eastern alignment is preferred. After review of all analysis of 
potential impacts in the Environmental Assessment and public 
comment, GSFC has selected Alternative E-2A for implemen- 
tation. NASA will incorporate the following measures into 
Alternative E-2A: 


1. County Trail 5A, the South Laurel Trail, runs the length of 
Soil Conservation Road. Alternative E-2A will include 
provisions for relocating this trail along the length of the new 
alignment. 

2. Following considerable study to date, no effects have been 
found on cultural resources within and outside of GSFC in 
Alternative E-2A. Archeological Site 18PR548, which is 
located on the east campus, is eligible for inclusion in the 
National Register of Historic Places. The site is avoided by 
the alignment. NASA has consulted extensively with the 
Maryland Historic Trust in these matters, and will continue to 
do so on the need for further surveys and studies during design. 
3. Alternative E-2A will generate storm water runoff impacts. 
The extent of these impacts will be determined during design. 
Management and control facilities will be designed at that 
time, and built to meet applicable Maryland Department of 
the Environment standards and guidelines. 

4. Alternative E-2A will impact about 0.1 hectares (0.2 acres) 
of wetlands and an estimated 200 linear meters (660 linear 
feet) of streambed. Further wetland surveys and delineations 
will be conducted once the alignment is refined during design. 
NASA will prepare mitigation plans as part of the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers and Maryland Department of the Environ- 
ment permit processes to compensate for wetland losses on an 
appropriate replacement acreage basis. 

5. Implementation of Alternative E-2A will result in the loss 
of about 3.0 hectares (7.3 acres) of coniferous forest and 1.3 
hectares (3.3 acres) of mixed coniferous/deciduous forest on 
the east campus, or a total of 4.3 hectares (10.6 acres). GSFC 
has about 318 hectares (785 acres) of forest. NASA will set 
aside a suitable portion of the site forest as a Long Term 
Forest Conservation Area as compensation for forest loss. 
The location and character of the conservation forest area will 
be determined in consultation with the Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources. 


Alternative E-2A will require approximately 3.0 hectares (7.3 
acres) of Beltsville Agricultural Research Center (BARC) 

property at the northern end of the project for right-of-way. 
This property will be needed to convert a portion of existing 
Soil Conservation Road into a GSFC employee-only entrance. 
It is anticipated that GSFC occupancy of BARC property will 
be achieved through an agreement between the agencies. 


Construction of the new Soil Conservation Road/Good Luck 
Road intersection will require a partial take of the privately 
owned FI-CON commercial property on the east side of Good 
Luck Road. The partial take will have no substantial effect on 
the overall current use of the property. 


GSFC will permit dedication of necessary GSFC property for 
public right-of-way for the Soil Conservation Road/Good Luck 
Road intersection. 


Alternate E-2A will require relocation of the Goddard Em- 
ployee Welfare Association (GEWA) recreation center 
entrance. About 33 of 102 parking spaces at the recreation 
center will be lost, but replaced at an adjacent location. 


No other issues of environmental concern have been identi- 
fied. 


On the basis of the Facilities Master Plan Environmental Assessment, NASA has determined that the environmental impacts associated with the Facilities Master Plan with Soil Conservation 


Road Realignment Alternative E-2A will not individually or cumulatively have a significant impact on the quality of the human environment.
